BUT THE SOCIALISTS would not de- 
prive the American producer of a market 
nor the American consumer of a product. 
Instead of merely lending money upon the 
cotton, wheat, meat and other raw material. 
Sodilitu would have the ttate and national 
governments purchase these things at a 
price coveting their labor cost of prodoc- 
tion. Such a price would be much easier 
to fix than railroad rates and other price* 
now fixed by regulating commission*. 

Once these things were In tbe hands of 
- - the government, the way would be clear 
•atisfy every human ( for a real solution of both the treat and 
the unemployed problem. 

Instead of trying to tend trust organizers 
to jail because they Invented a bigger and 
better method of doing business, or of at- 
tempting the foolish and usclesa task of 
"busting* these great industrial organiza- 



tion*. Socialists would take possession of 
the trust* through the government and us* 
the m i lls and machinery they control to 
manufacture th* raw material purchased 
from the farmer. 

Trusts hav* already been pronounced 
criminal conspiraci**. According to capital- 
ist law. tliey arc already outlaws that hav* 
forfeited their right to exist. Certslnly 
there ii no reason why these trust* should 
not be scire J by th* government and oper- 
ated for the common good.

animals into meat, and all other raw mate- 
rial* into forms that would satisfy human 
want*. In doing this the problem of the 
unemployed would he solved, since produc- 
tion being for use and not for profit, would 
not stop while there was a want unsatisfied 
or a worker unemployed. 

EVEN THE MOST hardly pressed na- 
tion* In the war zone are now appropriat- 
ing large sums of money for th* relief of 
the unemployed. Certainly th* United 
States, In time of peace, should do no less. 
These unemployed, placed in the factories 
now trust-controlled and idle becaus* of th* 
disappearance of th* foreign market, would i "ace. 



These goods, when produced, can be 
transported by a greatly enlarged parcel 
post until such time as the railroad* can be 
mad* public property. Tbe English govern- 
roent seired th* railroads at th e outbreak 
of th* war and is now operating them as a 
wax measure. Surely If such measure* are 
j° - *# ,b ! e / or *"*!-<-. ^fC **"T «* doubly 
justifiable for saving lif*. 

These good* should then be distributed 

through publicly owned market*. Many 

cities sre already establishing such markets.

production and distribution these markets 
are cut off from their base of supplies, and 
the goods on their way to market are so 
preyed upon by profit-seeking force* that 
little rebel come* to the consumer. 

These markets should be enlarged until 
they handle everything needed by the peo- 
ple, aa did the department stores which the 
national government operated it Panama 
when building the canal The parcel post 
should also be expanded locally to form a 
delivery service for the** enlarged markets. 
Without such a delivery service a maiket it 
about as effective in supplying the wants 
population at a legless man in a foot

idy been declared br ntiiifi* or. Servla when the International Sos;i«liil 

Bureau, convened with tpecial urgence at Brusaels, took the itand that Ger- 
many should prevail upon Austria. France upon Ruitia, to assure the entire 
world of the localization of the conflict. And with our whole hearts we 
render thii testimony to our German comrades, that in their efforts for the 
maintenance of peace they did their duty, their whole duty, and more than 
thei; dut7. 

But thii effort has been in vain. The war bai become generalised. All 
direct communications have been rendered impossible between the Socialist* 
of Germany and those of other countries. 

On both aides millions of proletarian* find themselves confronting each 
other at enemies. 

What gives our situation a particularly tragic character Is the fact that 

on both sides the Socialiiti appear equally convinced that it is a question 

■" i war of defeat*. Similarly with the French and Beleian Socialists, who 

firmly fixed on the idea that it il a case of legitimate deienie, the German 

Socialists having voted the credits for the wtr. 

We will naturally be careful not to address any reproaches _ 
this matter. Wt take cogniiance of the difficulties of the situation. If they 
had refused to vole the credits for the wir they would have given over their 
country to Cossack invasion. In voting them they have furnished to the 
kaiser arma agaisat republican France and against the democracies of west- 
ern Europe. 

Between these two evils they chose the one they considered the leaser. 
Again, I repeat, we do not blame them. But we, who are defending our in- 
dependence, are inflexibly resolved to defend it to tht «nd. And since^ — la 
respect to Belgium — Germany has not limited herself to opening a passage 
by arms, and that she has prosecuted against ut a war of conquest and venge- 
ance: since aha has committed against us acta of violence which arc not only 
contrary to humanity but which constitute formal infraction* of international 
law. * ruling of The Hague on war, w* itit to hope that ea tht day that our 
German comrade* ar* exactly informed in regard to tht horror* that havt 
been committed In Belgium they will join us in denouncing and acourging 
them. 

I wiU say no more about It, being a member of the tpecial co mmi s si on 
sent by th* Belgian government to President Wilson. I hate bound myself 
to tay nothing before our document* shall hav* been aubmitted to the first 
magistrat* of the United Stain. I limit myself to expressing the hope that 
the entire Socialitt International will ttand beside ua to affirm Its lympathies 
for our people in using their right of Icgitimat* defense agaiett Prussian 
militarism.

GOMPERS 
DEBATE 

?or many years Socialists 

have tried to get ii---'I Gom. 
per* to debate with ssme rep- 
resentative Socialist, but always 
without snecei*. 

At last the unexpected ba* 
happened Morris HUIqult met 
Samuel Gompers in a three days' 
debate before the Federal Com- 
mission on Industrial Relations. 
Comrade Hillquit was ably sup- 
ported by Max Hayes, editor of 
the Cleveland Citizen, while Mr, 
Gompers had is his assistant the 
renegade Cordon. 

HILLQUIT OPENS. 

Hillquit atarted the proceed- 
inga with a one hour ttatement 
on the aims of th* Socialist 
movement and its relation to th* 
trade union oaveraent, which 
was, in the judgment of many 
Socialist* of standing, the clear- 
est, raoit eloquent and moit 
concise declaration *f Socialiit 
theory and practice ever given 
in tuch a short time. There- 
upon Mr. Gompers erois-ex*iE- 
hours. In this crost-cxamina- 
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alleged lUtetnents road* by individual Socialiiti, he tried to prove th* 
oft-repeated slander that the Socialist movement of thii country has 
acted and Is acting treacheroasly toward the general labor movement; 
that it never has done anything to further it* c*s*c In short, in thi* 
crosa-ex a m i na tion he brought out once more the old •ccttaations that 
have been made by the "pure and simpler*" of this coontry tim* and 
time again againtt the Socialist party. 

HILLQUITS SECOND SPEECH. 

It was an easy task for Hillquit to cliiprove everything that Gompera 
intimated, to show the otter falsehood and insincerity of hii complaints, 
to show that the Socialiit party of tht United States had from its very 
inception done everything in itt power to aiaitt the unions morally and 
financially in their ttruggles. But oar representative did more than that 
He refuted Gompert' allegation* tn tach a short, witty aad cutting 
manner that th* commissioners and the audience often found it difficult 
to reprett loud laughter, while Gompert plainly ahowed hi* keen 
displeasure. 

The next session of the bearing taw the ero is- examination of th* 
president of the American Federation of Labor by Comrade Hillquit. 
The latter turned the table* on Gompers, showing cleverly that th* A. 
F. of L„ as well a* the witness hlmtelf. itood for every single Immediate 
demand of the Socialist party, with the exception of two, and that ft did 
nothing to realise itt own aspirations. Gompert did not know how to 
counteract thi* attack. Hit discomfiture wa* evident In hii angry accut- 
ationt that the Socialist paity bad pilfered the program of th* A. P. or L 
GOMPERS CORNERED. 

The climax of this rather diverting cross-examination was reached 
when Comrade Hillquit. going into the quettion of the claw itrurrle. 
forced Gompers Into a comer, where the latter showed himself to b* 
either unbelievably ignorant or utterly insincere. Gompert would rvdther 
admit that the interests of the worker and the capitauit were identical, 
nor waa he willing to concede the exittence of a clan ttrurtie. Hit 
explanation of what be meant by profits, his definition pf 1 jutufied profit 
-ere to pitiably poor altd so inexcusably crude. th.tYrery on. of the 
hundreds of tirterven wondered that mch a man ihoold be the leadinr 
labor official of trui country. An elderly, well-dr etsed woman, who ap-

MAX HAYES SPEAKS.
